In pursuance of an order from the Dis- 
trict Court of Alaska, the sealskins seized 
from "the schooners Onward, Carolina, 
San Diego and Thornton were offered for 
sale at the auction-house, of Davis A' Co., 
at 211 Pine street, yesterday morning at 
10 o'clock. 

A large number of fur-dealers were pre- 
sent, and the sale, though consummated 
in a very brief period, was animated and 
exciting. The first lot offered was thai ol 
the Carolina, consisting of 7l«l skins more 
or less, packed in iili barrels and warrant 
ed in good condition. The lirst bid was 
for $1.50 per skin, which quickly ran up 
to $4.75 and sold to Isaac Fisher, whose 
check was said to be good forany amount, 
but who was not very well-known by the 
buyers present. 

The next lot was of the Thornton which 
consisted of 417 skins which were knock- 
ed down to Isaac Fisher for $-1 per skin. 

Lot 3 was the seizure of the Onward, 
I 400 skins in number, w hich were sold to 
the same party at $5 per skin. 

Lot 4 was to have been those of the San 
Diego, tlie schooner owned by Handy & 
Co., consisting of 577 seals, but the side 
of tliis last lot was deferred until 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon when the sale took place, 
and 84. 75 per skin was realized. 

The whole sale amounted to $9,584, and 
the prices realized was considered by the 
Marshall of Alaska and the buyers who 
were present very satisfactory. The con- 
dition of the skins was very good and the 
Marshall deserved credit for their careful 
[lacking and care. 

As the sale was about to begin, A. I'. 
Van Duzer, the attorney for Handy A' 
Co. , owners of the San Diego, appeared 
upon the scene, accompanied by the Unit- 
ed States Marshal of Northern California, 
with a writ of replevin directed to tin 
Marshal of Alaska, who, under the ad- 
vice of the United States Attorney, refus- 
ed to recognize the writ, which was issued 
from the United States Circuit Court in 
.'tie form, and the sale was ordered to 
proceed. A little consideration, however, 
suggested to the Marshal that a slight de- 
lay might not prejudice his ease, and he 
directed that the San Diego skins should 
bo reserved for sab, until o'clock, ll 
was nt first announced that Judge Holl- 
man would bear arguments relative to 
quashing the whole replevin proceedings, 
and the United States District Attorney 
threatened Van Duzer with a trial for 
contempt.

Vail Duzer.

Court, at Alaska," responded Carey, 
whereat Van Duzer smiled, as be thought 
bis chalices of coining under Judge Daw- 
son's jurisdiction were somewhat distant.

KKSOLUTIONS 

Respecting Amendment a Which Should lie 
Made in tin British North America Act. 

Wlu-rcas, in framing tho British North Am 
loa Act I8P0, und dcflmiiK thoroln tlio limits 
tho legislat ivc and executive powers and func- 
tions ui' tho federal and provinclul legislatures 
unit govornmonts. the authors of the constltu 
tioii perforinud u work, new. complex and tit til
